(VASHINGTON, Feb. 12.—Senator 


Jones, Washington, today agreed to 
lay aside the ship subsidy bill tem- 
porarily if the British debt funding 
bill can be passed without undue de- 
bate. 


Jones tried unsuccessfully today to 


get the senate's agreement to a plan 
to limit debate on the ship bill be- 
ginning this Friday. When Senator 
Williams of Mississippi objected Jones 


gave notice he would agree to give two 
hours a day to the debt bill, beginning 
tomorrow, and devote the rest of each 
day to the ship measure. If, however, 
the debt bill can be passed with a 
few hours additional debate on Wed- 
nesday or Thursday, Jones said he 
would lay the shipping measure aside 
for that purpose. 


Otherwise, he said, he would begin 


holding night sessions of the senate 
Wednesday.

"I get letters saying 'you are under- 


mining Christianity/ " said 
Grant. 


"What a crude mlsnnderstanding of 
me to say because I don't believe the 
Christ was born of a virgin that I am 
destroying Christianity. What has the 
virgin birth to do with Christianity? 


"I hope to see religion as free to 


thought as chemistry or physics and 
as little bound dogmatic barriers. I 
hope to see all departments of thought 
and expression, whether religious or 
scientific or artistic or economic, pull- 
ing together and helping each other." 


Rabbi Stevens S. Wise, In a sermon 


supported Grant and assailed Bishop 
Manning for his "recent or resign" 
letter to the Episcopal recort. 


Rabbi Wise declared that the Issue 


la a matter of concern for Jews as well 
as Christians because "any struggle 
for truth and freedom is our concern." 


"What could be more serious than 


to bid an earnest thoughtful man to 
recant I do not beJieve that the dec- 
alogue was handed to Moses on the 
summit of Sinai, engraven upon stone 
tablet*. But 1 do believe the deca- 
logue Is and will increasingly become 
the ethical law of mankind. 


"I believe not less, but more, than 
that decalogue was handed from the 
heavens down to Moses on Sinai sum- 
mit. For I believe that the decalogue 
wrought itself out of the moral genius 
of my people. 
"What Christendom needs Is to go 


back from the Christ'of the creeds to 
Jesus of Judasm; from the Christ of 
Oberammergau to Jesus of Galilee. 


"Because I am not a Christian I 


cannot understand why a man should 
be tried for heresy if be believes what 
Jesus believed."

Mrs. Ryan is one of the German 


wives of American soldiers who ar- 
rived here Sunday on the transport 
St. Mlhlel, direct from Coblenz, where 
the doughboys have been rated as 
millionaires — In marke. 


With other wives, she went to the 


hotel 
Hutledge, where she and the 
rest of the girls from the Rhineland 
are waiting to see what's going to 
happen to them. Most of the soldier 
husbands are figuring on quitting the 
army and finding work. Those that 
stick will have to support their wives 
on ?30 a month and these wives are 
used to fur coats and hot house straw- 
berries in the winter. 
Mrs. Ryan, with her baby girl play- 


ing around 'the room, was taking a 
long look out the window af a nar- 
row New York street when she was 
Interviewed. The other "war brides" 
were keeping pretty close to their 
rooms until their men folks could get 
over from th» Brooklyn army base. 
They hesitated to venture forth into 
a world where the price of a meal is 
about equivalent to the whole month's 
grocery bill back home. 
"We don't expect to have any 


trouble getting along," Mrs. Ryan 
said— before the price of eggs was 
mentioned. 
"We are all good housekeepers.

down and bare the intimate secrets of 
marriage to the crowded court rooms, 
and the women seem to want to go. In 
but seventy of the familities, or about 
one-third, had there ever been, chil- 
dren. 
"Of the seventy mothers who had 


children but thirty or about one-half, 
asked for support from the father 
and no woman without children asked 
for continuous support from her ex- 
hushand. 
In many of the cases it 


appeared that the woman was actually 
earning more money than the man. 
i 


"As to the underlying causes it ap- 


peared that about 80 per cent were 
due to a lack of love, a cooling of 
the affections, call it what you will. 
Other causes found were drunkenness, 
separation 
during the war, propin- 


quity to another. 


"Marriage to secure or to maintain 


the creature comforts of a home no 
longer is necessary as the bachelor 
of either sex, I might say, in these 
modern days is able to procure all the 
things that a generation, or two ago 
were thought to be possible only in 
the home provided by the man and 
presided over by the woman.

In giving previous arrangements of 


the Gibbons hook-up, I have advised 
you to fasten various wires to three 
little metal strips for convenience in 
wiring up. Many beginners seem to 
find difficulty in doin-? this, so I have 
laid out this arrangement to eliminate 
the metal strips and to make the hook- 
ing-up just as simple as it is possible 
to get it. 
In order to be sure that you have 


everything all right. I will give you a 
check up list of the -wiring so that you 
can go over your arrangement, wire 
bv -wire, and'assure yourself that you 
have made no mistake.

Prepare Delicious 


Jellied Dainties

J 


ELLJED foods are not only appetiz- 


ing In appearance, but they are also 
very tasty. 
Seasoning means a 


great deal la this branch of cookery— 
more than most cooks seem to realize— 
for there Is something about the jelly- 
ing process that absorbs seasoning. 


Another important thing in jellying is 


to choose the right mould. Small or 
individual moulds are th* most attrac- 
tive in serving. All moulds should be 
wet with cold water before the jelly 
is turned toto them. 


Jellied Chicken. 


Select a young, tender chicken, weigh- 


ing from two and a half to three pounds- 
Have the sinews drawn from the legs 
and stage, clean and joint the bird- Then 
bofl It until it is very tender. Drain, 
cool slightly, then remove the bones,, 
throwing them back with the trimmincs 
Into the water in which the chicken was 
boiled. Add a chopped onion, half a bay 
leaf, pepper, salt, eorae chopped celery, 
two cloves and she raisins. Boil thin 
mixture until It is reduced to two and 
a half cnpfuls. 
Then stir in a table- 


spoonful of gelatine powder that has 
been dissolved in a little cold water. 
When all is blended, season the broth 
well and strain It. Wet a mould and lay 
the 'chicken In, putting In a sliced, hard- 
boiled egg, a few capers and a few 
pieces of truffle- 
Then poor the broth 


over the chicken and set It to harden. 
Serve on lettuce leaves with tartar 
saooa and garnish with parsley.

ern Pastures 
86 Per 


Cent Normal. 


CHICAGO, Feb. 
12.—Condition of 


open ranges of the west was 86 per 
cent of normal February 1 as com- 
pared with So per cent June 1, the di- 
vision of livestock estimates of the 
United States bureau of markets an- 
nounced today. 


The estimate included both grazing 


lands now available and ranges cov- 
ered with snow. Except in the higher 
latitudes ot Montana, ranges were 
used during January- 
The hay and 


forage supply on hand is sufficient for 
the remainder of the winter, the re- 
port declared. 


Drouth in western Kansas, Okla- 


homa, the pan-handle of Texas, Wy- 
oming, New Mexico and eastern Ar- 
izona caused some damage in pas- 
ture lands. Rain late in January on 
the California pastures assured a good 
spring stand of grass. 


The condition of cattle averaged 90 


per cent on February 1 compared to 
the same figure a month ago while 
sheep average 95 per cent against 94 
per cent on January 1. 


The prediction for cattle available 


from Arizona for spring delivery was 
90,000 against the same figure a year 
ago. New Mexico, which delivered 
134,000 cattle from March 1 to June 
1, 1922, will deliver less -than 100,000 
head this spring, the department esti- 
mated.

both sides of the chamber rushed for- 
ward to shake Ms hand and to as- 
sure him of support.

One of the propositions before the legislature is to 


have all the school districts in the counties, in which 
districts there are no high schools, pay the expense at 
high schools of those farmers' children who attend 
them. At the present time the district from which 
the children come pays the bill. The objection is that 
this compels districts that have no children to help pay 
for the education of others. There is nothing new, in 
that principle of school taxation. Many persons with- 
out children pay heavy school taxes, and the expenses 
of state educational institutions are not apportioned on 
the number of students sent by counties. The theory 
apparently is that if parents had to pay what it ac- 
tually costs to educate their own children many would 
not educate them because of the cost, while the policy of 
the nation is that its future depends upon the diffusion 
of education. 


A commentator on social conditions describes what 


IB generally supposed to be the most highly favored 
section of our population as "the rotten rich and the 
deadly dull." Why should a man who has maney enough 
to buy pleasure eventually sink into the ranks of the 
deadly dull ? If money is the open sesame that our 
exertions to annex a large roll of it would seem to im- 
ply to be our conviction, why should it not keep off 
ennui? The answer is at hand. The enduring pleas- 
ures are not those of the flesh, but those of the mind 
and soul. Appetite is soon sated, and satisfaction of 
that is all that money can buy.

And certainly, with so much misun- 
derstanding of what is spoken and written it cannot be 
claimed that it has helped much. We wouldn't be a bit
